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AN INVESTIGATION into what caused 
a freight train to derail causing a week of 
disruption is set to release its findings. 

The Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch (RAIB) has launched an inquiry 
into the derailment of a freight train be¬ 
tween Ely and Peterborough last week. 

The 33-wagon goods train came 
off the tracks near Manea at around 
2.40pm last Monday. No-one was hurt 
during the incident. 

A spokesman for RAIB said the probe 
into what caused the train to derail was 
likely to take months but some of the 
early findings would be revealed later 
this week. 

In a huge operation last week, Net¬ 
work Rail used a crane to lift 11 derailed 
carriages - weighing at least 11 tonnes 
each - back on to undamaged sections 
of the rail track. 

The train and wagons which did not 
derail were towed away last Wednesday. 
A team of track engineers was then able 
to start work on replacing 400m of dam¬ 
aged track.

A MAN who lost his liveli¬ 
hood after his houseboat 
sank to the bottom of the riv¬ 
er has been inundated with 
donations. 

Lee England, known lo¬ 
cally as the ‘willow man’, has 
been living in the boat and 
selling his artisan willow 
sculptures from its roof for 
the past five years. 

Disaster struck, however, 
when his 40ft home sank in 
the Ouse at Ely along with 
all his possessions and the 
carpentry tools he needs to 
make the sculptures that 
keep him financially inde¬ 
pendent. 

Kindhearted locals have 
now donated over £1,000 to 
help Mr England rebuild his 
life - and one anonymous 
donor has gifted him a boat. 

Although structurally 
sound, it is described by a 
JustGiving page as “little 
more than a shell with an en¬ 
gine”, so the funds raised will 
go towards tools and mate¬ 
rials to make it inhabitable, 
and suitable as a workshop. 

Several other vital pieces 
of equipment were also 
gifted, including an air com¬ 
pressor, hoses and pumps. 

Co-ordinating the cam¬ 
paign was retired police of¬ 
ficer Maria Stapleford, who 
has been making weekly 
grocery deliveries to Mr Eng¬ 
land on her mobility scooter. 

Sainsbury’s, Waitrose and 
Costa Coffee all donated 
food and drink, and the

swimming pool manager at 
Paradise Pool has offered the 
facility’s showers for use. 

Ms Stapleford described 
Mr England as a “very lov¬ 
able character”. 

She said: “I have regu¬ 
larly taken my children to 
the river since they were 
young, and over the years I 
have seen his amazing work 
above his boat. 

“He said he is humbled 
and grateful to everybody 
who has donated.” 

Mr England, a former roof¬ 
er, built the houseboat from 
scratch seven years ago and 
has been living in it for the 
past five years, travelling be¬ 
tween Denver and Ely to sell 
his sculptures by the river 
and at country fairs. 

Speaking to the News , he 
said: “I went down to Den¬ 
ver for the winter and I came 


through to Ely for the Aquaf- 
est and moored the boat up 
in the outskirts. 

“Four days before it, un¬ 
fortunately, at 7am in the 
morning it went on its side. 
I managed to grab a few bits 
and pieces and jump in my 
canoe. I should have had my 
armbands on. 

“I would like to resurface 
it and spend my time restor¬ 
ing it but I have been told 
by quite a lot of profession¬ 
al people that I will not be 
able to use it as a boat now 
it’s been in the water for so 
long.” 

The fundraising page has 
now closed, with a total of 
£1,020 given in donations 
from places as diverse as 
America and Hunstanton. 

“What a super and incred¬ 
ible community we all live 
in,” said Ms Stapleford.

A-level joy for

MORE boys picked up the top A-level 
grades than girls nationally for the first time 
in 17 years. 

This year’s results marked a key step in 
major reforms to A-levels introduced by 
government in recent years, including a 
move away from coursework and modular 
exams.

Fairground employees deny 
manslaughter of Summer, 7

TWO fairground employees have 
denied causing the death of a 
7-year-old girl in a bouncy castle 
tragedy in Harlow. 

William Thurston, 28, and Shelby 
Thurston, 25, from Wilburton, ap¬ 
peared at Chelmsford Crown Court 
last Wednesday, pleading not guilty 
to counts of manslaughter and fail¬ 
ing to discharge health and safety 
duties. 

Summer Grant suffered serious 
injuries while playing on the inflata¬ 
ble at a funfair on March 26 last year. 

The inflatable circus superdome 
was swept “some distance” before 
the Norwich youngster was rushed 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital. She 
died a few hours later. 

The self-employed fairground 
employees are jointly accused of 
gross negligence manslaughter and 
failing to reduce the risks of the in¬ 
flatable blowing away. 

John Williams, representing both 
defendants, said jurors would hear 
from expert witnesses including 


meteorologists and engineers dur¬ 
ing the trial. 

William Thurston, who appeared 
in the dock in a dark suit and Shelby 
Thurston, in a black dress, spoke 
only to confirm their names and to 
deliver their not guilty pleas. 

Judge Charles Gratwicke ordered 
the pair to return to court for a 


three-week trial on February 5 and 
they were released on bail on con¬ 
dition they continue to live at their 
address in Wilburton. 

Detectives are continuing their en¬ 
quiries and are trying to trace a wit¬ 
ness who was near the fairground 
rides at the time of the incident. 

He is described as a young black 


man, believed to be in his teens. 
Anyone with information is urged 
to contact police on 101. 

Several friends and members of 
Summer’s family attended the two- 
minute hearing. 

After the tragedy, Summer’s 
mother Cara Blackie had said she 
was “truly heartbroken” at the loss

of her “bright, beautiful and most 
loving little girl”. 

Summer’s father, Lee Grant, de¬ 
scribed her as “the most happy, 
polite and beautiful girl in the 
world”. 

In April last year around 200 peo¬ 
ple paid tribute to Summer at a vigil 
held at Harlow Town Park.

Selling leases 
is shameful 

WE are writing to say how shameful 
we consider the decision made by 
the Environment Agency (EA) to sell 
the mooring leases on Ely waterfront 
which will inevitably see the demise 
of the long established The Boat Yard, 
will have a disastrous consequences 
for Bridge Boat Yard and wipe out the 
Hotel Barge enterprise.

Leave the fire 
service alone 

THE ongoing debate about who 
should run the fire and rescue service 
is both unnecessary and wasteful of 
time and resource, when the key 
issue is its ability to plan its own 
future for the safety and well-being 
of all citizens across Cambridgeshire, 
whether they live in a town or rural 
area. 

I have had the privilege of having 
worked alongside the dedicated 
officers and crews over several 
decades, and their motivation to 
serve and protect is, and has been, 
second to none.

More than 80 
knives given up 


MORE than 80 knives, in¬ 
cluding seven machetes, 
have been taken off Cam¬ 
bridgeshire streets after an 
amnesty. 

The blades were recovered 
from amnesty bins in police 
stations as part of a week- 
long amnesty from July 17. 

Police forces across the 
country took part in Opera¬ 
tion Sceptre, allowing mem¬ 
bers of the public to hand in 
knives without prosecution. 

This was the third knife 
amnesty in the last year, with 
previous initiatives taking 
place in May and October. 

From July 2016 to June 
2017, there were 220 posses¬ 
sion of weapons offences in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Of these, 117 were in Pe¬ 
terborough, 49 in Cambridge 
and 12 in Wisbech. 

Knife assaults in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have soared in 
the last five years. 

It is illegal to: 

• Sell a knife of any kind to 
anyone under 18 years old

• Carry a knife in public 
without good reason - un¬ 
less it’s a knife with a folding 
blade 3in long (7.62 cm) or 
less, like a Swiss Army knife 

• Carry, buy or sell any 
type of banned knife

ening way (even a legal knife, 
such as a Swiss Army knife) 

The maximum penalty 
for an adult carrying a knife 
is four years in prison and a 
fine of £5,000. 

Insp Ben Newton said: 
“The result of this amnesty 


means that since October 
last year we have recovered 
more than 300 knives. Tak¬ 
ing weapons off the streets is 
part of creating a safer Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“I’m pleased that the pub¬ 
lic continue to make use of 
the amnesties to dispose 
of weapons without fear of 
prosecution. 

“Those who carry knives 
not only put lives at risk, but 
also face a lengthy prison 
sentence and a hefty fine.”

He repeated the feat at 
Rio in 20J6, and before do¬ 
ing so admitted in a TV chat 
with Clare Balding, when 
asked what inspired him to 
be a runner: “Meeting David 
Beckham when I was 7 or 8.

CONSTRUCTION of a 1,000-spectator 
ice arena is due to begin “imminently” 
following the signing of a £1.85 million 
council loan agreement. 

The 56-metre by 26-metre permanent 
ice rink will be based off Newmarket 
Road, Cambridge, and is expected to 
open next summer. 

The finalisation of the legal conditions 
of the loan from South Cambridgeshire 
District Council to Cambridge Leisure 
and Ice Centre (CLIC) now allows the 
project to enter the construction stage. 

The loan, which was approved by the 
full council last year, was the final piece 
of funding necessary to allow CLIC to be¬ 
gin building work on site via its develop¬ 
ment partner, Cool Venues. 

The arena will be built on land leased 
from Marshall of Cambridge, near the 
Newmarket Road park and ride site. 

Members of the public and sporting 
groups will be able to use the facility, 


f 


which developers say will be constructed 
using technologies that will make it one 
of the most energy efficient ice rinks in 
the UK. 

Before identifying the land at Newmar¬ 
ket Road, CLIC had been searching for a 
site in and around Cambridge to locate a 
rink for more than 20 years. 

Residents will be able to enjoy a per¬ 
manent ice arena in addition to the pop¬ 
ular rink that arrives on Parker’s Piece at 
Christmas time every year. 

Cllr Simon Edwards, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said he was pleased 
that the signing of the loan agreement 
could allow construction work to start. 

He added: “I know this rink has been in 
the pipeline for many years, but I’m con¬ 
fident we will soon have one of the best 
ice facilities in the country.” 

Prof Bill Harris, chairman of CLIC, also 
expressed his “delight” that the organisa¬ 


tion had “bridged our funding gap” with 
the council loan. 

He said: “Our thanks also go to Mar¬ 
shall for providing a brilliant venue for 
the project, to Cambridge University, 
specifically the alumni of the ice hockey 
teams who have provided the majority 
of the funding, and also to many mem¬ 
bers of the local community who have 
donated funds and hard work to get this 
new exciting community ice arena on the 
map. 

“With just a few minor items to final¬ 
ise, the Cambridge Ice Arena will be start¬ 
ing construction imminently.” 

Robert Marshall, group chief executive 
of Marshall, said: “We are delighted the 
new ice rink is finally in a position to pro¬ 
ceed, and combined with our support in 
providing a site we believe the new facil¬ 
ity will be an excellent location for the 
Cambridge community to enjoy ice skat¬ 
ing activities.”

Sometimes, nothing will do 
except a hunk of bread covered in 
molten cheese, or a gooey chunk of 
brownie. We all have cravings every 
now and again, but former Great 
British Bake Off contestant Martha 
Collison, has turned hers into a 
book. 

The Berkshire-born baker was 
just 17 when she entered the Bake 
Off tent in 2014 (she came fifth, 
and remembers how "it was quite a 
stressful juggle of: 'Should I be 
revising for my chemistry exam, or 
baking more donuts?'"). Now 20, 
Crave is her second recipe 
collection, following on from 2016's 
Twist. 

It’s packed with delectable treats, 
split into different time brackets, so 
you can select a bake that's 
achievable in the time you have to 
spare, and avoid dashing to the 
shops for a family-sized bag of 
Doritos, just for you. 

Here's Martha's guide to 
satisfying your cravings... 

YOU NEED BALANCE 

"THE food in Crave is not food that 
you make every day, it's just for 
when you have that pang, and you 
really feel like something cheesy. It's 
not a recurring thing - it's not like 
every day I feel like cheese and 
Marmite sausage rolls." 

"I don't think food shouldn't be 
associated with guilt. You have to

INGREDIENTS 
Serves 8-10 

lOOg butter 

200g digestive biscuits 

For the filling 

1 x 397g tin condensed milk 
4 egg yolks (use the whites 
in the meringue below) 
Grated zest and juice of 
4 unwaxed limes 

3 tbsp gin 

For meringue topping 

200g caster sugar 
150ml tonic water 

4 egg whites 


METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/180°C fan/gas 6. 

2. To make the base, melt 
the butter in the microwave 
or in a small saucepan. 

Place the digestive biscuits 
in a small food processor 
and blitz to a powder, then 
pour in the melted butter 
and blitz again. 

3. Press the crumbs into the 
tart tin, making sure they 
cover the bottom and sides 
in an even layer. Use the 
back of a spoon to press 
them down firmly. Bake the 
crust in the oven for 10 
minutes. 

4. Pour the condensed milk 
into a large bowl and add 
the egg yolks, lime juice and 
zest. Whisk and add the gin 
and beat. 

5. Turn the oven down to 
180°C/160°C fan/gas 4. Pour 
the filling into the crust and 
bake for 10-15 minutes 
until the filling is set with a 
slight wobble in the centre. 


Chill for 30 minutes. 

6. When you're nearly 
ready to serve, make the 
Italian tonic-water 
meringue topping. Put the 
sugar and tonic water in a 
small saucepan and warm 
over a low heat, stirring 
until clear. 

7. Turn the heat up to 
high. Let the syrup boil 
without stirring until 

it reaches 180C on a 
sugar thermometer. 

8. While the syrup is 
coming up to tempera¬ 
ture, whisk the egg whites 
in the clean, grease-free 
bowl of a stand mixer 
until they form soft peaks 
when you lift the beaters 
out. As soon as the syrup 
is hot enough, take it off 
the heat and pour it 
gradually in the egg 
whites, beating all the 
time. Once all the syrup 
has been added, continue 
to whisk on high speed for 
a further five minutes 
until glossy and stiff. 

9. Spoon the meringue on 
to the top of the pie and 
use a blowtorch to brown.

the ingredients are incorpo¬ 
rated. Give the dough a final 
mix with a wooden spoon to 
smooth out any lumps.

Simmer over a medium- 
high heat for 1-2 minutes or 
until bubbling and slightly 
thickened, then remove 
from the heat and set to one 
side to cool. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
180°C/160°C fan/gas 4 and 
line a baking tray with 
baking parchment. 

3. To make the biscuits, beat 
the butter and icing sugar 


together in a bowl with a 
wooden spoon until smooth. 
Stir in the plain flour and 
cornflour until a thick paste 
forms, then beat in the vanilla 
and milk to loosen the mixture 
slightly. 


4. Spoon the mixture into 
the piping bag and pipe 16 
rounds (approximately 4cm 
in diameter) on to the lined 
baking tray. 

5. Bake for 10-12 minutes 
until the biscuits are a pale 
golden colour. Remove from 
the oven and allow to cool for 
5 minutes on the tray, then 
transfer to a wire rack to cool. 

6. To make the buttercream, 
use an electric hand-held 
whisk to cream together the 
butter, icing sugar and 
lemon juice in a bowl until 
pale and light. Spread 
buttercream on to half the 
biscuits and passionfruit on 
to the other half, then 
sandwich them together.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

L3 Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

marriage to Henry VII - which was 
shown in the US, and clearly wasn't 
too impressed with the outcome. 

"The scriptwriter says she wanted 
to make Game Of Thrones with 
women. I didn't and I don't. And I 
didn't know that at the beginning. 

"I always wanted something 
realistic and plausible about the 
past in my novels and some of 
them are literally biographies, 
especially of unknown 
people. I stay very close to 
the reality." 

Now, she has a new 
contract with TV 
production companies 
specifying that they may 
not alter the history. “To 
produce a historical drama 
which is unhistorical is not 
what it says on the tin, says 
Philippa. “To me, it's a bit of a 
waste of time." 

An adaptation of her first 
historical novel, Wideacre, which 
celebrates its 30th anniversary this 
year, is in production in the UK. 

She intends to continue writing 
about women in history whose 
stories have not been greatly 
explored. 

“It's not that I keep falling over 
exceptional women, it's that most 
of the women were exceptional. 

“Normal women lived their lives 
struggling for power, struggling for 
survival, and in the course of that, 
they experience heroic endeavour. 

“It just so happens that their 
stories aren't very much recorded 
or selected by historians. 

“None of the women I write 
about have legal or political rights, 


B est-selling novelist 

Philippa Gregory has made 
a habit of focusing on 
strong women in history. 
Take The Other Boleyn Girl 
- her story about Anne Boleyn's 
sister, which was adapted for the 
big screen and starred Scarlett 
lohansson and Natalie Portman 
- or The King's Curse, which 
introduced us to Catherine of 
Aragon's lady-in-waiting, Margaret 
Pole, Countess of Salisbury. 

Philippa has sold more than 10 
million books around the world, 
revealing the untold stories of 
women in history, largely focusing 
on the Tudors and Plantagenets. 

“Almost universally I focus on 
women in my books," she says. 

“Women's stories are less well 
known. Some I've written about are 
almost completely unknown and 
don't have any published 
biography. Those are stories 
waiting to be told and the research 
is really interesting," says Philippa. 

“Bringing their stories to life is 
important, because it enhances our 
view of women's capacities and 
women's histories." 

Writing about strong women in 
history has come to the attention of 
two-times Man Booker prize¬ 
winning novelist Dame Hilary 
Mantel, author of Wolf Hall and 
Bring Up The Bodies, who recently 
told a London audience that 
women writers must stop rewriting 
history to make their female 
characters falsely “empowered" 
Earlier in the year, Dame Hilary 
also told an Oxford literary 
conference that she disapproves of 
historical novelists who flirt 
with real historian status, 
attacking writers who 'try to 
burnish their credentials by 
affixing a bibliography,' as 
Philippa is known to do. But 
Philippa doesn't want to 
feud with Dame 
Hilary. 

“Hilary and I have 
never met. We just 
haven't been to the 
same events at the 
same times. We've 
corresponded a 
couple of times by 


email, particularly when 
everybody said she was being 
critical of me. 

“She very pleasantly 
emailed me and said, 'I 
wasn't talking about 
youj and I replied and 
said, 'I'm absolutely 
sure you weren't!' 

Philippa's latest 
novel, The Last Tudor, 
centres on the Grey 
Sisters - Lady lane 
Grey, who reigned for 
just nine days, her sisters " ■ 
Katherine and Mary - and 
their cousin Queen Elizabeth's 
brutal treatment of them, to ensure 
they would not produce any 
potential royal heirs. 

“I give a very critical description 
of Elizabeth as a monster. It's 
written in the voices of the three 
Grey girls and it's very important to 
me that we see it from their point of 
view. Elizabeth is completely 
paranoid about her heirs, who are 
younger and prettier than her, and 
who are able to marry for love in a 
way that she never allowed herself. 
It's a negative, nightmarish picture 
of Elizabeth." 

She has already had interest from 
film production companies about 
possible screen adaptations, but is 
treading carefully. Many of her 
works, including The Other Boleyn 
Girl and her Cousins' War series 
(which the BBC's The White Queen 
was based on), have been turned 
into screen productions. 

"I've been very lucky in the 
attention that's been paid to my 
novels. Each adaptation is different 
and brings a different writer 
and a different aesthetic. I 
much prefer it if they stay 
close to the history, which is 
truly what happened." 

Usually, she sells the rights 
and then acts as 

consultant, although she 
has been executive 
producer on 
occasions. She had no 
involvement in the 
making of The White 
Princess - the story 
of Elizabeth of 
York and her 


and very few financial rights or 
rights of safety. They are in an 
extraordinarily oppressive society 
and, despite this, they still manage 
to run a household, run a land, run 
industries, and sometimes run the 
country." 

So, when Philippa is asked if she 
would have rather lived in the 16th 
century than today, she just laughs. 

"It's not a ridiculous question, 
but anybody would be 
mad to swap the rights and 
safety that we've won 
day-to-day for the 
incredible dangers women 
faced in earlier periods. It 
would be ridiculous to be 
disappointed about the life 
that we have." 

The 63-year-old feminist 
author lives on a 100-acre 
farm in North Yorkshire with her 
third husband Anthony Mason (she 
has a son, a daughter and four 
stepchildren), and is working on a 
new novel set in the 1640s about a 
fictional character living in West 
Sussex, and a non-fiction book 
about a general history of women, 
which she says will take her years. 

However, she is quick to note that 
women still have some way to go to 
achieve equality. 

“We're not equally earning 
- across society we earn about 
three-quarters of a man's wage - 
we don't have equal ownership of 
land and property or of businesses. 

I would have expected us to have 
got further on by now."

Richard Blandford's coffee table 
book, London In The Company Of 
Painters, draws together the full 
range of views of Britain's capital 
city and its inhabitants. The book is 
arranged as a journey west to east, 
much of it along the all-important 
River Thames, pulling together 
paintings of different eras but 
similar subjects. 

Despite the rise of photography 
in the 20th century, London 
still attracts painters, with the 
construction of Canary Wharf 
among the most modern subjects. 

Blandford does sketch stories of 
landmarks and artists, peppered 
with quirky facts and quotes about 
the city. An enjoyable read for 
anyone who loves London and art.

TOP 10 SPOT FOR CRUISING 

FOR the first time, cruises have 
made it into the official Top 10 list 
of holiday destinations compiled 
by the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) and the 
International Passenger Survey. 

The 1.7 million Brits who took a 
cruise in 2016 - four times more 
than 20 years ago - put holidays 
at sea just behind ones in 
Germany in popularity. Spain, 
France and Italy are favourites, 
but Croatia, Iceland and Dubai are 
attracting more visitors. 

The figures show that shorter 
holidays are getting more 
popular; the traditional two-week 
summer break has been replaced 
by trips of a week or 10 days. 

The ONS says the growing 
popularity of cruising might be a 
result of our ageing population - 
although the Cruise Lines 
International Association recently 
reported that the average age of 
passengers is at a 20-year low. 

Day or weekend trips to France 
to buy cheap wine and cigarettes 
- have almost disappeared, 
thanks to a change in duty-free 
regulations and the strength of 
the euro against the pound. 


I 'M STANDING, arms crossed, 
while my other half uploads 
pictures of himself in front of our 
hotel to Instagram. Determined 
to share his location with the 
online world, he remains oblivious 
to the fact I'm impatient to take my 
turn posing. 

For this isn't any old hotel, it's one 
of the movie world's most famous 
landmarks, known to millions of 
Dirty Dancing fans as Kellerman's 
Resort, the very place where Baby 
(Jennifer Grey) carried a water 
melon and fell in love with hot 
dance instructor lohnny (played by 
the late Patrick Swayze). 

The truth is, before we arrived, 
Baby's cabin meant nothing to my 
boyfriend, but a day into our stay 
and he's already acting like the film's 
number one fan. But then it's hard 
not to be captivated by nostalgia in 
the hotel's secluded and timeless 
location. 

The film was set in the Catskill 
Mountains in upstate New York, but 
was predominantly shot at 
Mountain Lake Lodge in Virginia, a 
four-hour drive from Washington 
DC, and set in the middle of a 
2,600-acre nature preserve, 
surrounded by the southern 
Appalachian Mountains. 

At 4,000ft above sea level, we pull 
into the hotel's drive, just like the 
Housemans do in the movie, and it's 
a rather surreal feeling. 

The hotel's stone facade, which 
dates back to the 1930s, is familiar, 
as is the sight of Baby's cabin across 
the manicured front lawn, where 
Kellerman's guests bunny hop at the 
beginning of the film. 

In the distance, there's the gazebo 
where Baby's father finds solace 
after learning his daughter spent the 
night with lohnny, but there's no 
lake and its eerily quiet in an 
out-of-season early April. 

We make our way inside the main 
lodge where we're greeted by 
super-chatty barman Michael, who 
offers us a local beer, a strawberry 
cobbler and the chance to watch the 
film on the small TV in the corner. 

We accept all three as we take our 
seats in the rustic Stony Creek 
Tavern, with its huge stone fireplace. 

Michael began his career at 
Mountain Lake Lodge shortly after 
the film was made, but he's the 
oracle on all things Dirty Dancing 
and the man who takes charge of 
the tours during the movie-themed 
weekends, which happen 
throughout the warmer months. 

In between reeling off quotes from 
the movie, he tells us how Swayze 
would ask to be called 'Buddy' and 
muck in with crew at the end of a 


day's filming, while Grey would 
keep herself to herself. 

Michael also fills us in on the 
uber-fans he's encountered over the 
years, the cheeky guests who've 
tried to make off with memorabilia 
and what he describes as the film's 
'anomalies' including Marjorie 
Houseman's hair at the beginning of 
the film (it's a different colour) and 
the fact lohnny is technically driving 
through the archway in the wrong 
direction. 

Talk then turns to the unnerving 
number of ghosts that supposedly 
haunt the lodge. Not least the little 
girl ghoul, who's said to run into 
room 232, the same room Swayze 
called home during production. 

We aren't staying in the lodge 
itself, but in one of the wooden 
cabins in the grounds, which is just 


a stone's throw from Virginia 
Cottage, aka Baby's cabin, which 
you can also stay in. 

We wake the next morning to a 
milky sun and sip warming cups of 
coffee on our porch's roclang chairs, 
while listening to the sound of 
rustling trees and birdsong. 

Breakfast is served in Hunter 
Restaurant, which has barely 
changed since Baby first spied 
lohnny and poured water over an 
unrepentant Robbie. 

After breakfast we meet Grace, a 
guide at Mountain Lake Lodge who 
takes us on a lake bed trail. 

The lake is a natural phenomenon 
as it drains and refills itself in a 
cyclical process, thanks to a network 
of caverns that lie beneath. It's been 
dry for nine years and no one knows 
for sure when the water will return. 

Guests might not be able to go 


boating, but the rare and threatened 
species that flourish here make it 
one of the most bio-diverse areas in 
the United States, and a fascinating 
place to explore. 

Grace tells us about Civil War 
soldiers who walked the terrain, and 
points out the spot where the 
famous lake lift in Dirty Dancing 
happened. There's still evidence of 
the underwater platform they 
erected for the scene. 

In the afternoon, we make our 
way back down the mountain and 
head to the Sapphire Ballroom, in 
the small town of Christiansburg. 

We meet Debbie, who's been 
tasked with teaching myself - and a 
rather resigned-looking boyfriend 
- some simple steps (private lessons 
cost from £44). 

We begin with the foxtrot. It's a 
disaster - and our merengue is even

atmosphere is buzzing as we 
heartily chow down on a feast of 
quesadilla, bison and potato hash, 
and chicken with local stone- 
ground grits and smoked gouda 
(meals are from £11 to £22). 


Lodge might be a Dirty 
Dancing fan's dream, 
but the hotel and 
surrounding area is 
rich in history and 
nature. 

When we end the trip 
as we began, back in 
Stony Creek Tavern, 
we're lamenting the fact 
we can't stay longer. 


Be warned - it might be in the 
middle of nowhere, but it's 
definitely worth booking ahead. 

On our last day, we set out with 
Grace to explore the surrounding 
villages scattered across the verdant 


valley, stopping off at the Walker 
Valley Market, a store run by the 
local Amish community, and the 
ironically named Dismal Falls, a 
picture-perfect spot that calls out for 
a dip on sun-drenched days. 

Mountain Lake 


worse, despite the other half's 
concentration as Debbie puts him 
through his paces. 

After an hour, exhausted and with 
muscles aching, we drive to the 
nearby student town of Blacksburg, 
and tuck into a feast of 
Cajun shrimp dip and a 
calzone at the popular 
Cellar restaurant (meals are 
around £6 to £10).

S OME 13 years ago when the diminutive 
Kia Picanto first broke cover, it had the 
city car market pretty much to itself. 

The European makers couldn't quite 
envisage its gadget-crazed buyers rushing to 
queue for a basic set of wheels little bigger 
than a skateboard. 

That, of course was pre-recession. Well, 
post 2008 micro-cars and city cars were 
in demand and big names like Renault, 
the VW Group and Toyota jumped on the 
bandwagon. 

But the baby Kia had already established 
itself as a well-priced, reliable and sturdily 
built runabout. 

Now the third generation Picanto has 
joined the fray ... a much more crowded 
sector, with greater expectations and more 
sophistication. 

With its bang up-to-date 'tiger' nose - a 
Kia hallmark - the new Picanto is stronger, 
more roomy and has an air of refinement that 
didn't feature in earlier models. 

Its chunky upright styling is of-the-moment 
and pleasing to the eye, as well as being a 
practical method of making the most use of 
the cabin dimensions. 

The version I drove, the Picanto 2 1.0-litre 
is powered by a three-cylinder engine that 
boasts a modest 66bhp. Not exactly enough 
to cause reworks under the bonnet but 
sufficient to allow the five-door to easily keep 
up with the traffic and to eventually reach a 
maximum of 10Omph. 

The three-pot engine emits a pleasant and 
distant throb that remains smooth most of the 
way through the rev band. 

Push it hard and the engine note becomes 
a little harsh above 4,000rpm but there's 
rarely any need to punish the eager little unit 
in this way. 


JON SMITH 

Space in the cabin is more generous than 
the last version and better than most rivals. 
There's ample width to allow good elbow 
room up front and the high setting of the dash 
means plenty of knee and legroom up front. 

The facia is attractively designed with easy 
to read dials and there are cup holders and a 
place for a water bottle, making it a practical, 
family friendly environment. 

Rear seat passengers sit fairly upright 
allowing decent chance to stretch their legs 
and the seats themselves are much more 
comfortable than the previous model. Boot 
space at 255 litres is about average but the 
rear seats can be folded flat expanding the 
cargo area to more than 1,000 litres, among 
the best in class. 

Priced at £10,750, the Picanto 2 is one the 
better equipped city cars. 

Included in the spec are tinted glass, leather 
trimmed steering wheel, electrically adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, four speaker audio 
system, tyre pressure monitoring indicator 
and air con. 

It's not uncommon for small cars which 
carry little weight to have a choppy or 
somewhat bouncy ride. But the Picanto is 
settled and compliant over all but the most 
scarred road surfaces which helps make it a 
relaxing hatch for longer distances. 

The power steering is pleasantly weighted 
although there's feedback to the driver. 

The five-speed manual gearbox is light with 
an easy precise action. The larger 1.2-litre 
engine has the option of an automatic 
gearbox. 

Reassuringly, Kia provides a seven year 
warranty on the Picanto as it does on all their 
range.

Peugeot's 'open and go' keyless entry system. 

The range-topping 108 TOP! Roland Garros 
model is priced from £14,460 and features
